GENERAL  AWARDS  are  divided  into  two  groups  and 
made  at  the  discretion  of  the  jury.  Group  A  comprises 
works  having  a  primarily  decorative  or  expressive  in- 
tent, such  as  paintings,  prints,  or  sculpture.  Group  B 
comprises  works  of  primarily  utilitarian  function,  such 
as  pottery,  textiles,  or  enamelware.  In  each  group,  a 
maximum  of  five  First  awards  of  $50,  five  Second 
awards  of  $35,  and  five  Honorable  Mentions  are  pre- 
sented. The  Roulet  Medal  is  awarded  to  the  best  in 
Group  A,  the  Craft  Club  of  Toledo  Gold  Medal  to  the 
best  in  Group  B. 

PURCHASE  AWARDS  are  added  to  the  Lending  Col- 
lection of  the  Toledo  Federation  of  Art  Societies  which 
is  administered  by  the  Toledo  Museum  of  Art  with  the 
approval  of  the  Federation  Exhibition  and  Loan  Com- 
mittee.  Loans  are  made  to  civic  organizations.
